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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a coating ink, classified in class 523, subclass 160. 

II. Claims 12-13, drawn to a method of making a light-emitting diode, classified in 
class 427, subclass 66. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process, such as applying a layer of a light-emitting diode by spin coating. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Warren Burnam on 6/24/2002 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-11. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 
12-13 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being 
drawn to a non-elected invention.

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1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-7 and 10-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US Pat. 

No. 6372154 Li. 

Li discloses the instantly claimed compositions at the abstract; column 2, lines 1-67; column 3, 
lines 36-42. See the remainder of the document, particularly the claims. 

4. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US Pat. No. 
6372154 Li. 

Li discloses the instantly claimed compositions at the abstract; column 2, lines 1-67; column 3, 
lines 36-42. See the remainder of the document, particularly the claims. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the instant invention to use the instantly 



claimed solvents and mixtures thereof because the choice of solvent or mixtures thereof give only 
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predictable results to the ordinary skilled artisan, such as viscosity and drying times, based on 
volatility of the solvents/solvent mixtures, i.e. vapor pressure. 

5. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

A. It is unclear what is meant by "wherein the organic material is fluorescence". It is unclear if 
"fluorescence" is a tradename. The use of trademarks and tradenames in the claims is improper 
because the manufacturer is under no obligation to continue making the same material under a 
given trademark nor to continue selling anything under a given trademark. The discontinued use 
of the trademark or the changing of the material sold under the trademark renders the claim 
meaningless. See MPEP 608.0 l(v).
